Medicare 


Program Divided 


Into Two Parts 


Some people who reach 
65 in 1968 or later will 
not have full medicare pro- 
tection unless they have 
worked under social secur= 
ity. In pointing: out the work 
requirements, Harry N, 
Seott, District Manaser for 
Social Security in Dothan, 
explained that the Medicare 
program is divided intotwo 
parts, Hospital Insurance 
and Supplementary Medical 
isurance, 

Hospital Insurance, 
known as ‘‘Part A,’’ pros 
vides hsopital care for up 
to 150 days during a spell 
of illness, with the patient 
paying, a small proportion 
of the charges. To he eli- 
ible for this protection, 
1 person reaching 65 this 
year must either; 

(1) Have 3 quarters of 
social security work credit 
or 

(2) Be entitled to mone 
thly social security bene- 
fits as the dependent or 
survivor of an insured 
worker, 

For: those who reach 
Go after 1968, the amount 
of work credits needed in- 
creased by 3 quarters each 
year, Those who reach 65 
in 1969 will need six quart- 
vers of social security 
worker credit. In 1970 nine 
social security work cred- 
its will he needed. Even- 
tually, the amount of work 
required for llospital In- 
surance protection will be 
the same as that required 
for 
for monthly cash henefits. 

Seott emphasized that 
most 65 year old wives 
and widows will wet hbene- 
fits on their hushand’s wors 
records, Under these con- 
ditions, the woman has ful) 
Hiospital Insurance pro- 
tection even thoussh she may 
have no social security 
work, 

Supplementary Medical 
,Insurance, often called 
“Doctor Bill Insurance or 
“Part B,’’ does not re- 
quire any social security 
work credit. This part of 
Medicare is financed hy 
monthly premiums paid hy 
enrollees and matched hy 
the Federal Government 
out of general revenues,

What To Do About Threat 
of Nuclear Waste 


M ANY warnings have been 
r issued concerning the poten- 
tially catastro- 
phic dangers to 
human life in 
v@connection with 
s4the development 
A 

#of nuclear 
power, whether 
for war or 
peaceful pur- 
poses. Mr. David 
E. Lilienthal has 
described atomic 
fission as “the 
most deadly and 
most dangerous 
process that 
man has ever conceived.” 

Dr. Arvid Pardo of Malta 
warned in a recent speech in the 
United Nations that continued 
dumping of radioactive waste 
into oceans may contaminate 
food ani minerals derived from 
them. 

Dr. E. F. Schumacker stated 
in a speech at Blackpool, Eng- 
land, last year: “Of all the 
changes instituted by man into 
the household of nature, large- 
scale nuclear fission is undoubt- 
edly the most dangerous and pro 
found.” There is little doubt that 
breaking up the atom presents an 
incomparable and unique hazard 
to human life. Once radioactivity 
is started there is no way to stop 
it except the passage of aeons 
of time. The only known solution 
is to put these radioactive sub- 
stances in a safe place. But 
where is that place? It was once 
thought to be the depth of the 
sea, but now we know that the 
radiation soon appears in algae, 
plankton and other living organ- 
isms, including fish. In time 
many such organisms find their 
way back to man. Storage tanks 
have been used but, even after 
20 years, they have been found 
to be leaking. 

Senator Thruston B, Morton 
has cited an official of the United 
States Public Health Service as 
authority for an estimate that 
nuclear radioactive waste ex- 
pected to be produced by 1995 
will be two billion gallons. That’s 
thirteen hundred times the total 
amount stored to this date. An- 
nual production after that is 
expected to be two billion gal- 
lons per year. Surely the Sena- 
tor is right when he says, “We 
can no longer evade the respon- 
sibility for insisting on a thor- 
ough re-evaluation of the entire 
nuclear development program 
by the most highly qualified ob- 
jective experts in the world.” 
The phrase from the Preamble 
to our Constitution, “for our- 
selves and our posterity,” would 
seem to be uniquely applicable to 
this undertaking. 

At least one constructive sug- 
gestion has been made by Dr. 
Clyde Cowan, nuclear physicist 
at Catholic University. He be- 
lieves that the ultimate solution 
to this problem will be to shoot 
atomic waste to the sun. Giant 
rockets would have to lift it to 
the point where the gravita- 
tional pull of the sun exceeds 
that of the earth. So far this 
appears to be the only safe and 
permanent solution to the prob- 
lem.

TAXPAYERS? REVOLT 

About the only place the average taxpayer can 
meaningfully express his displeasure at the rapidly 
accelerating cost of government is at the local level. 

One of the results of the mounting citizens’ reyolt 
is the rejection so far this year of more than $1 
billion of the bond issues proposed for public school 
construction, 

Last year local taxpayers defeated more than one- 
third of the 1.625 school bond issues proposed 
across the nation—yoling a resounding “no” to 
projects that would have costa total of S915 million. 

As school construction costs continue to rise, and 
with interest rates ata higher level, it will be even 
more difficult to obtain yoter approval for bond 
issues. 

All this doesn’t mean that the publie is turning 
against education; it just means overburdened tax- 
payers are protesting the never-ending upsurge in 
their taxes. 

In areas where new construction is approved com- 
munity-minded citizens are looking into the new 
“systems approach” to school building in order to 
shaye rising local labor costs. This involves the use 
of pre-built parts of a school, such as the heating- 
ventilating-air-conditioning systems now being espe- 
cially constructed for schools. Special school facili- 
ties, ranging from gymnasiums to educational TV 
and language laboratories, are being carefully ex-| 
amined. Frills are being eliminated. 

This local “rebellion against skyrocketing school 
costs” should serye as a warning to all government 
units to cut spending generally.
